And tho' ſome Writers have end eavoured to 
remedy this great inconveniency, uy publifi3- 
ing large Collections of Occaſional Prayers c. 
ſome one or more of which may ſcem to reach 
any Man's Circumſtances whatſocver : Yet, 
Erſt, It may be obſerved, that thoſe very 
Forms do frequently abound with ſuch genen 
Matters as are utterly foreign to the parci- 
cular deſign and Titles of them. Secon H, Tis 
* extreamly difficult (if not impoſhble) for 
thoſe who have much Buſineſs and ordinty 
Capaciries (ſuch as the far greater part of 
Chriſtians are) to digeſt all thoſe Forms which 
may ſuit wich their own Condition, into one 
regular courſe of Devotion. Third/y, Thoſe 
who are able to digeſt them into a regular 
order, are oftentimes unable to purchale ſo 
many Volums, as their particular Neceſlicics 
do require. 

Wherefore, tho' the Number of our Devo- 
tional Books is already very great, and very ex- 
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cellent in their kind; yer I hope it will not 
be thought amiſs for me to Print the follow- 
ing Papers; in which is contained ſuch 2 
courſe of Devotions, as may be uſed by all 
forts of Perſons, of what Sex or Quality, in 


wat ſtate or condition foever they be; and 
and yer (if I miſtake not) will reach the moſt 


Minute and Private Circumſtances of any 
Man living. = 
I ſuppoſe 1 need not aſſure the World, that 
I have beſtowed all the care I was able, in the 
Correction of theſe Papers; and that I have 
ſubmitted them to the cenſure of able Judges; 


for (beſides my ſertled reſolution of being al- 


ways adviſed by ſuch as are wiſer than my ſelf) 


thought my ſelf obliged by all poſhble ties 
of Religion; to be circumſpect in a matter of 


ſuch vaſt Importance, as Devotion is. 
But yet I would not be thought to promiſe 


à Book without Faults : No, I am ſo well ac- 


quainted with my own Weaknels, and have ſo 
much reaſon to ſuſpe& the roo-great Candor 
of my Friends; that I think every thing of 
my own very imperfect. However, I can ſay 
with Sincerity and Confidence, that theſe Pa-

Directions concerning the Uſe of the 
following Devotions. 


LL the following Devotions ( except thoſe 
which are for the Sacrament and other ex- 
traordinary occaſions) are laid in ſuch an 

order, that the whole may be uſed once in a Week. 
But becauſe this muſt be done by ſuch perſons on- 
ly, as can beſtow their whole time in Prayer, and 


other Religious Exerciſes; therefore others may be 
pleaſed to obſerve theſe tew and plain Directions. 


1. Never omit the Firſt and Fifth parts of the De- 
votions for the Day; but conſtantly uſe them 
Morning and Evening. If perchance you are very 
much ſtraitened for time in the Morning, you ma 


omit the As of Adoration, and the Prayer for God's 
Sr: E but be ſure to uſe them ſome other part

e Day. 

2. 3 omit the Second ( nor, if it be poſſible, 
the Third) part of the Devotions for Sunday, upon 
all Sundays and Church Holy-days. and days of 
publick or private Thankſgiving. 

3. Never fail to uſe all the Devotions for Fi- 
day, before you receive the Lord's Supper. If you 
cannot — — the whole in one Day; beſtow 
two or more upon them. 


4. If you have not an opportunity of receiving 


the Lord's Supper, at leaſt once a Month; then be 


{ure to uſe all the Devotions for Friday, once every 
Month, atleaſt. 
5. Upon all Days of publick or private Faſt- 
ing and Humihation, uſe the Devotions for Friday, 
or at leaſt the Third and Fourth parts of them. 

6. As for all the other Prayers, viz. the Second, 
Tlird, and Fourth parts for Monday, Tueſday, Wed- 


neſaay, 


neſday, Thurſday and Sxturday, uſe them as they be 
in order; retiring your ſelf for Prayer, once or 
twice a day, or as many tunes a Weck, as your 
Circumſtances will permit. And if there be any 
of the Sundays Nevotions, which you do not other- 
wile uſe, at leaſt once a Month; then uſe them in 
the ſame order, as I have Directed you to uſe the 
Second, Third and Fourth parts of the Devotions for 
other Days. 

7. If your time for Prayer be ſo very ſhort, that 
you cannot uſe ſo much as one of theſe Second, 
Third or Fourth parts at a time; then leave out the 
Preparatory Prayer, the Acts of Humility, and the 
Introductory Prayer. Only begin all your Petitions 
and Interceſſions with theſe Words,
